HARDING'S DILEMMA 


P 


RESIDENT WARREN G, HARDING finds 
himself in the same position that got 


predecessor into trouble of a serious character 
with the Amercian people, after his return from 
the Paris peace conference. 


Demand was made, by smooth Republican 


, leaders, that President Wilson explain In detail 


the deliberations of the peace body on the 
League of Nations. 
The Republican Senate, 


hostile to Wilson and to the pact, asked it. 
Wilson did not give the information, because 
it was impossible. Then the fight began. lie 
was charged with sinister motives. The last 
link in the chain of Republican propaganda 
was formed. 


Now the ' shoe is on the other foot." De- 


termined upon placing President Harding in 
the same position bis party forced upon Presi- 
dent Wilson, the Democrats demanded that the 
Senate be given the negotiations out of which 
the four-power treaty recently completed was 
evolved. In reply to the Hitchcock resolution, 
President Harding has informed the Senate • 
that tlie conversations were? purely informal 
and even if there were records, he would re- 
gard it as incompatible with public policy to 
reveal them. 


He asserts, however, there are no secret 


understandings. 
President Wilson did the 


same thing, but the Republican leaders re- 
fused to believe him. Whether President Hard- 
ing will be able to satisfy the public mind in 
the same sort of dilemma that confronted 
President Wlson, remains to be seen. 


PJans are under way by the Democratic 


leaders to force from the administration ac- 
knowledgment that the four-power treaty in- 
volves the United States in exactly the same 
sort of international obligation as Article X of 
the League Covenant. 


Now it is President Harding who i<; ac- 


cused of negotiating a treaty "in the dark," 
since he asserts no record of the negotiations 
was kept. 


A lot of fuss was kicked up by the G. O P. 


leaders concerning the Yap Island treaty. Now 
the new treaty, to be presented to the Repub- 
lican Senate, growing out of the Washington 
conference, is assailed for having yielded too 
much to Japan in order to get cable and radio 
rights on Yap. The treaty, widely heralded bo- 
fore the process of removing Hie lid ^vas hi- 
gun, may have a strenuoxis time before it is 
ratified, if ever, even tho that body is strouglv 
Republican.

TAX DUPLICATE GROWS 


'"I"*HAT Lima and Allen-co have made arnaz- 
-*• ing growth, m the last decade is proved 
conclusively by comparisons of tax duplicates 
froni year to year. Even tho there appears to 
be a justifiable demand for a reappraisement 
of real estate, for purposes of taxation, the 
total for Allen-co, including Lima, for the year 
1922, totals $115,373,740. 


More than one hundred and fifteen mil- 


lions of dollars! That's a lot of money. But 


•v\ hen one considers the broad and fertile acres 
of agricultural lands of this county, the -well 
improved and finely stocked farms, the trans- 
portation lines, the utility companies, fac- 
tories, business blocks and homes, the amount 
is not surprising. 


Realty values for purposes of taxation 


total $00,759,810; corporations, $14,697.780; 
utilities companies, $19,507,380. The tax in- 
come on these valuations is high, but not high 
enough, officials of city and county assert. In 
fact, with the taxable valuation of Lima alone 
at more than $50,000,000. it is agreed by the 
city commission, to which is delegated the task 
of making both ends meet financially, th?t the 
valuation should be twice that sum. 


Individuals of the county will pay ta^es 


this year on a valuation of $18,374,890 and 
banks on $1,733,SSO. While expenses continue 
to mount, the increase in re-venue is not m 


keeping with the growing expenses, in spite o£ 
the most rigid economy and efforts on the part 
of the men on whom the directing of the af- 
fairs of city and county devohe. 


There is an old saying that the only things 


certain are death and taxes. It is disagreeable 
to contemplate either, but while the former 
cannot be escaped, it is po&sible for one to 
evade taxes. If officials tell true, many folk 
do. However, the only legal \vay to escape 
payment of taxes is to be possessed of nothing 
of sufficient value to come within the pale of 
the taxing provisions. 
Those who have noth- 


ing and are therefore not lequired to pay a 
semi-annual stipend for the privilege, are en- 
vious of those 
TV ho pay heavy taxes. 
And 


those who have to pay arc envious of those 
who do not
